• Voluntary agreement to eliminate SF6 made by two 
smelters

• Elimination of SF6 reported by one facility
• SO2 system tests reported by one smelter and a die-casting 

plant
• Alternative gas being developed by one company
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A Proposed Action Plan (2001 - 02)

• Initiate SF6 data collection from casters
• Analyse CO2 & indirect emissions
• Assess research into SF6 alternatives
• Assess status & intentions of companies
• Set up voluntary agreements
• Organize plant monitoring & reporting system for sector
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A Proposed Action Plan (2002 - 03)

• Enhance existing voluntary agreements
• Support programs/studies for companies with significant 

SO2 barriers
• Assist in R&D of SF6 alternatives
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A Proposed Action Plan (2003 - 04)

• Monitor and continue to develop voluntary agreements
• Possible financial incentives if needed for accelerated 

adoption
